In essence, the Doughton plan provides that the 
tax on 1942 incomes shall be recomputed by apply- 
ing the 1941 rates and the 1941 exemptions of $750 
and $1,500 instead of the higher 1942 rates and the 
$1,200.

Two Hearings 


WO important hearings are scheduled 
before the City Council this coming 
Thursday. 

Councilman Peter V. Cacchione’s resolution 
urging that the city adopt a stagger system 
to relieve overcrowding of transit facilities 
will be argued before the City Affairs Com- 
mittee Thursday afternoon. 

And in the forenoon, the first public hear- 
ing before the Council on the city budget 
will take place. 

Both hearings merit the close attention 
of the labor and progressive movement of 
the city, as well as of all forces that are 
alert to win-the-war issues. 

The increase in war work in the city and 
the drastic curtailment in the use of private 
cars has thrown a huge burden on transit 
facilities. These facilities, far from being 
expanded to meet the greater need, are 
facing contraction because of manpower and 
material shortages. The situation is getting 
progressively worse, and is affecting the effi- 
ciency of war production workers. 

The office of Defense Transportation has 
appealed to all major tities in the United 
States to adopt a stagger system in industry 
and commerce so as to relieve transporta- 
tion burdens. A number of cities have al- 
ready responded, and considerable pressure 
has developed, especially in labor circles, for 
the Caechione resolution in New York. 

Regarding the budget, the Council cannot 
increase any items as approved by the 
Board of Estimate, but can cut. There is 
a powerful movement of real estate and 
other business interests to force a decrease 
in the already inadequate budget. As in the 
case of the resolution on the stagger system, 
the war needs of the people are involved 
in this threat to proposed appropriations. 

Education, child care and other items con- 
cerned with the welfare of the people in 
wartime are imperilled. The drive for a 
false economy on the part of the real estate 
and financial interests myst be counteracted 


by a mobilization of the people against any 
cuts by the City Council. :

The “Hunger Bloc” bill which 
has passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives and is now before the 
Senate deals mortal blows to farmer 
and worker alike. From the farmer 
it removes incentive, parity and 
subsidy pay. This will force food 
prices up for both farmer and 
worker, and will drive feed costs 
up for the dairy, poultry, heg and 
cattle farmer. It will destroy 
economic stabilization and drive 
the country to inflation, dreaded 
enemy of farmer and worker. 

HITS THE WORKER . 


It withdraws all appropriations 
for the Farm Security Administra- 
tion, hampering food production 
and crippling many small farms.
